OPTION TAKEN ON CORNER 

To lit* Used for City Hall Site and 
Storage of Property—Wilden 
, [A Street Contract Let 


/ Acting under instruction ° from the 
city trustees City Cler>- Madden re¬ 
cently acquired an option on a lot 
62x125 at tl ■» corner of Central ave¬ 
nue and Wl idsor Lane, on the w est 
side of the latter. The option has 
been assigned to the city. The price 
is al out $30 a foot. This will be 
paid out of the general funds, the 
amount having been figured into the 
budget when the tax rate was fixed 
at 80 cents. 

It w r a3 the ultimate purpose in buy¬ 
ing the lot to use it for a city hall 
site. No decision has been reached 
whether to proceed in the near fu¬ 
ture with the building of a city hail 
or to defer that for two or three 
years. But a storage yard was need¬ 
ed for city property and some sort 
of quarters must be provided for 

housing (he apparatus of the vol in- 
toer fire department. This can be ar- 

i an,god immediately and the city hall 
\CI lesiion decided later. 

The arrangement for the purchase 
of the lot has aroused considerable 
discussion on the part of a few peo¬ 
ple. It is their contention that, be¬ 
fore taking action the trustees should 
have,made it known that they were 
In the market for such a lot, called 
for proposals and secured some sort 
of expression of public opinion re¬ 
garding the choice of the lot. They 
say they do not suspect graft. Some 
think the tax burden will he increas¬ 
ed. Some claim suitable lots could 
he secured for less money. 

The city trustees do not seem to 
think their action needs much de¬ 
fense. They think, however, that by 
having tjie city clerk act as purchas¬ 
ing agent and going about it In a 
quiet way several hundred dol¬ 
lars have been saved. They think 
publicity would merely have re¬ 
sulted in ,a generaj . boosting of 
prices on available sites. They 
claim the location of the lot is 
as good as could be found. It is near 
the business center gnd within two 
blocks of the geographical center of 
town, in fact, the nearest point on 
f'entral avenue to the geographical 
center. The price, they claim, is very 
reasonable for property so near the 
business center. As to the tax rate, 
that ijj but 5 cents higher than last 
year, or one-twentieth of one per cent 
o.n the assessed valuation. 

Few expressions of opinion have 
been heard on the subject aside from 
thope actively opposed to t^ie deal. 
Most people do not. seem to egre 
much about it and are willing to 
leave the matter to the judgment 
of the trustees who were ^elected to 
Conduct’ the" efty^s ‘business". They* 
say the trustees do not need a wet 
nurse nor a set qf tutors nor an ad¬ 
visory committee where affairs are as 
easily followed and kept track of as 
here* 

And there you are. Pay your mon¬ 
ey and take your choice of the two 
options. Whichever wa ( y ^ou decide, 


however, the matter will probably re¬ 
main as it is for there is no doubt 
as to the legality of the transaction. 

IjHst Night’s Meeting 
The letting of the contract for the 
improvement of Wilden street was 
the most important busines trans¬ 
acted at the regular meeting of the 
trustees last evening. George H. 
Oswald landed the job, his bid being 
far below that of the B. R. Davisson 
Contracting Co., the only other bid¬ 
der. Oswald will receive the follow¬ 
ing prices for the work: 

Grading and oiling, lineal foot. $1.30 

Cement curbs, lineal foot.32 

Cement gutters, square foot.. .125 

No contract was let for the con- 
truction of swales and culverts on 
Central avenue, for which bids had 
been asked. The B. R. Davisson Con¬ 
tracting Co. presented the only bid 
offered and the figures asked were 
considered too high by the trustees 
Mr. 3owerman, secretary of the com 
uany, was present and said he would 
be perfectly willing to have the bid 
.ejected and the work re-advertised. 
Phis was finally ordered by the trus- 
ees and new bids will he received for 
the work October 7. 

The street superintendent was or 
lered to have cement copings placed 
around the group of sycamore trees 
standing in Auburn avenue just 
above Highland, as a measure of pro¬ 
tection to the trees and to the surface 
of the street. Current hills were al¬ 
lowed and the board adjourned at 
the unprecedented early hour of nine 
o’clock. 


AT BEAITIFCL MATILDA. 

Los Angeles County Quill Pushers- 
Take a Vacation. 

Members of the Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Weekly Press Association and their 
amilies to the number of a score 
went to Matilija Springs, Ventura 
county, last Saturday for an outing 
of a few days, at that famous resort. 
To say that they enjoyed themselves 
is only a suggestion of the way they 
feP about it. 

Matilija is reached from Ventura 
by way of the Nordhoff branch of 
the Southern Pacific and a six mile 
stage ride from Nordhoff. The ride 
from Ventura to Nordhoff is a beau¬ 
tiful one, the railroad following the 
course of the Ventura river through 
a narrow, fertile valey, flanked by 
low hills. The dense growth of trees 
along the river, unusual for South¬ 
ern California, and thq fertile vallpy 
are suggestive of the scenery of some 
of the hilly parts of Iowa or South¬ 
ern Indiana. 

After following the Ventura river 
for several miles the railway enters 
the wonderful Ojai valley, from one 
to five' miles wide And about seven 
miles long. The Ojai Is one of the 
most beautiful in all Southern Call-' 
fornia, but little known because of 
it secluded situation. It is flanked 
by mountains on either side, and 
stately oaks grow throughout thd val¬ 
ley. Many eastern thillionkires otfli 
country* estates there!* and the fa- 
mous Thatcn er School for Boys is slt- 
tiatea' on the north ‘ slope near the 
mountains. 

Matilija Springs are located in the 
canyon of the Matilija river, three 
miles from tfhere the canyon opens 
Into the Ojai valley. Here Hr. anti 
Mrs. Sim Jtfyers conduct one of the 
riiost hospitable hostelries to b efouhd 
anywhere. It is an ideal place to

eat, sleep and re-creat frazzled 
nerves and digestive apparatus. If 
one wishes to loaf strenuously, well 
and good. There are plenty of spots 
where he may find peace and rest 
near the babbling waters of the Mati- 
111a river. For a more active vaca¬ 
tion there are plentiful trails leading 
to points of interest, involving tramps 
of half an hour or half a day, as one 
chooses. Fishing is good, the record 
trout for the season, taken from the 
river a mile from the hotel, being a 
22-inch rainbow. Hunting is also 
good. Editor Randall of A’rtesia and 
the writer jumped a deer within half 
a mile of the hotel, but the big buck 
seemed to know neither of us had a 
gun or a hunter’s license for he stood 
two rods away and gave us a fine 
chance for a broadside view of him. 

Matilija Springs and the river are 
named for old Chief Matilija of the 
Indian tribe which formerly occupied 
Ojai valley and were among the last 
to come under the sway of the mis¬ 
sion padres at Ventura. In fact, Ma¬ 
tilija and some of his tribe are said 
to have died in battle with the sol 
diers of the padres while resisting ef¬ 
forts to capture the younger mem¬ 
bers of the tribe for purposes of civi¬ 
lization at the mission. 

The springs at Matilija are numer¬ 
ous and varied in the character of the 
water. Warm waters, strong with 
sulphur or lithia, are found flowing 
within a few hundred feet of springs 
from which flows pure, cold water as 
delightful as one would wish. The 
water from some of the sulphur 
springs was likened by one editor to 
chicken broth, salt and pepper only 
being needed for seasoning to carry 
out the illusion. A fine swimming 
plunge has been constructed, with a 
constant flow of mild sulphur watei 
from one of the warm springs. Tub 
baths as hot as one cares to experi¬ 
ence are also obtainable. Continued 
use of these waters externally and in¬ 
ternally is said to he beneficial in the 
extreme. 

Everybody at Matilija seems to be 
happy, which speaks well for the hos¬ 
pitality of Mr. and Mrs. Myers and 
the enjoyable surroundings. Before 
another season Mr. Myers expects to 
expend several thousand dollars on 
improvements which will make his 
place the peer of any resort in South¬ 
ern Califorhia so far as equipment 
goes. ^ Q

PLANET PRESENTS GOOD VIEW 


Vou Will Not Have a Better Chance 

For Fifteen Years, Provided 
the Sky Is 11 ear 


The astronomers have been inter¬ 
ested in Mars since the earliest days 
of the modern science of astronomy 
and the controversy which is now 
waging is almost as bitter as the 
Peary-Cook controversy. The ques¬ 
tion at issue is. Are there inhabitants 
on Mars? As long ago as lSi'T Schi¬ 
aparelli, a noted astronomer in Italy, 
a man who stood high in the scientific 
world, announced that he had seen 
through his telescope, running from 
the polar ceas of the planet into its 
continents, thin straight lines like the 
estuaries of rivers. These he called 
“canali” or channels. He said that 
they had somewhat the same resem¬ 
blance as the English channel might 
have were it viewed from some sub¬ 
lime distance in space with the aid 
of a modern telescope. 

Other scientists were skeptical. 
Schiaperelli had seen these markings 
by us’ng a small telescope, less than 
eight inches in diameter. True, he 
had the benefit of the clear Italian 
skies; but other astronomers could 
not see the markings with telescopes 
much larger than that which Schiap¬ 
arelli had used. 

Schiaparelli startled the wcsW* 
again in 1879 when he announced 
that he had seen not only single lines 
but double, parallel lines, running for 
thousands of miles side by Side, with 
no appreciable variations. Clearly 
they were canals. But the other as¬ 
tronomers who were entirely unable 
to see what Schiaparelli had seen, 


For those who find delight in 
studying the stars there will be d:i 
opportunity to observe the planet 
Mars this evening which comes Jut 
once in about fifteen years. Reier- 
ence has already been made in the 
News to the near approach of the 
planet of the war god to the eaith. 

For several weeks the approach 
has been very rapid. August I it 
was about 50 million miles awav. 
September 1 it had come within 33 
million miles of us. And within a 
week it has been about 26 1-4 million 
miles distant. It is only once in 
about fifteen years that the planet 
comes so close to the earth. Already 
it has begun to recede but will be 
well observable for many weeks yet. 


Mars can he easily located now. He 
rises very early in the evening and 
his ruddy disc is easily the most con¬ 
spicuous object in the eastern Heav¬ 
ens, the moon being hardly b; Ight 
enough just now to dim his luster. lie 
is well observable all night. 


Tonight Mars comes to opposition 
with the sun, the fact which makes 
the evenings of this week so favor¬ 
able for observation of the planet. 
By opposition is meant that there is 
a difference of just 180 degrees in the 
longitude of the sun and of the plan¬ 
et. Hence the phase which Mars 
presents is exactly similar to that of 
the full moon, the full hemisphere 
which is presented to our view re¬ 
flecting the largest possible amount 
of light in our direction.

l)r. Martyn Sets Laudable Example at 
El Reposo Sanitarium. 

Following the announcement of 
the association of Dr. George Martyn 
with the tubercular work at El Re¬ 
poso Sanitarium conies the announce¬ 
ment of a change in the organization 
of the sanitarium and the conduct of 
the work along lines somewhat dif¬ 
ferent from those formerly followed. 

Since taking up the work at El Re¬ 
poso Dr. Martyn has decided to dis¬ 
continue his free helping station in 
Los Angeles and do all his free work 
at El Reposo. This means that the 
services of this greatest of tubercular 
specialists are at the disposal of the 
poorest patient who comes. The only 
charge in such cases will be for living 
expenses. 

Donating his own services, for he 
is a man of means. Dr. Martyn has 
refused to be associated with the in¬ 
stitution with the latter on a money- 
makiug basis. Consequently it has 
been decided to separate the sanita¬ 
rium company from the company 
which will handle the land holdings 
of 160 acres at El Reposo. A tract 
of about 25 acres will be set aside 
for commodious sanitarium quarters. 
The balance of the land will be han¬ 
dled as a separate real estate prop¬ 
osition. Ultimately it is hoped to 
develope this into town iots and pro¬ 
vide cottages where persons may live 
who wish to be near El Reposo for the 
benefit of treatment which can be se¬ 
cured. Mrs. Lund hopes in this man¬ 
ner to bring about a natural segrega¬ 
tion of tubercular sufferers from the 
rest of the town. 

With the sanitarium company ptoit¬ 
er separated from the land company, 
Dr. Martyn has made it a condition 
that stockholders in the former shall 
be satisfied with a nominal rate of 
interest on their holdings. All other 
income shaii be devoted to extend¬ 
ing the equipment and providing bet¬ 
ter facilities for carrying on the fight 
against the great white plague. 

I Mr. J. D. F. Taylor of Toronto who 
has recently come to California, lias 
been enlisted by his old friend, Major 
Jeffries, in aiding the building up of 
El Reposo. Mr. Taylor is a man of 
influence and meafife and will doubt¬ 
less be of great service in assisting 
the development bf the sanitarium.
